French Publication No. 2731210 : The packaging is made from an opaque sheet of multi- 
layered isothermal material (10, 11). The material is cut out with a profile allowing its sticking 
or welding on an edge portion forming a volume corresponding to the bottle shape. This volume 
has either a side or bottom opening enabling the bottle to be introduced. On its external surface 
is a label or screen print. Near the bottle neck is an opening allowing the bottle cork to breathe. 
The profile has a rounded part (102) and a narrower end part (101) forming a neck. The end part 
is attached, head to toe, with the neck narrow part (1 1 1) of a second profile. This second profile 
is extended by a rounded part (1 12) at the bottom of which, corresponding to the bottle sides, is a 
folding line (12) which forms a circular bottom (113). A tongue (13) adjacent to the bottom 
closes the bottom formed by the two sections. The upper edges of the profile also end in a 
circular shape (103) so as to form a double bottom for increasing the thermal and optical sealing.
